Were it not for this, the 
second Presidency in India would not have been chosen as the 
head-quarters of one of the Society’s Missions, which, as design- 
ed exclusively for the Natives, are generally in country-places 
where there are no foreiguers.

An Appeal to the Christian Church on beialf of thé 
Teloogoo people with a topographical view of the” 
* principal Districts and Towne in which they reside. 


Ok blessed ‘and adorable Saviour has lefé it on record 
that if two agree together as touching any thing that they, 
shall ask, it shall be done for them by our F ather who is in 
Heaven; and, ina a with this gracious declaration, 
we, the servants of the, Lord Jésus, impressed with a deep 
sense of the evils of idolatry, apd the apathy of the Church, 
are desirous, relying on the. faithfulness of a Saviour’s 
sromise, of seeking thé, divine benediction to rest on a 
humbl effort to advocate.the claims of the heathen on the 


sympat y; devotion, and effor 


: ‘ts of our fellow christians. We 
might have presented to your view a more extended field 
for your benevolence to exercisé itself u n. We might 
have enlarged on the élaims of the 360 millions of China, 
and the 100 millions of India—but we choose rather to restrict 
our observations at present to the population of the Teloogoo 
country. Were we to exhibit to rour view the whole of the 
idolatrous world, the numbers would seém so prodigious and 
the difficulties so formidable, that you might be tempted to 
despair of success.. We would, therefore, lizait your atten- 
tion to that portion of the great mass of idolaters which has 
especially excited our own sympathies, and which we believe 
to be sufficigntly important to deserve and to command the 
benevolent £0-operation of al] Christendom: yf We would first 
gain your attention to this interesting section of this gréat 
country, by a topographical view of its principal distri¢ts and 
towns, that you may see the facility with which, (suitable 
agents being sent,) it might be supplied with living teachers 
of the word of. God. The whole of the Teéloogoo country 
when taken in one view will be found to bé situated between the 
latitudes. of 13 and 19 degrees north,, extending from Ma 
dras north and north-éast, a distance of about 700 miles along 
the coast on one side inlength, and about 250 miles in breadt 
westward ; defining ifs limits from Madras, along the road to 
Bangalore, and thence to Bellary, Hyderabad, and Ganjam. 
To the southward of. Madras, the Tamul is spoken : to the 
westward of Bangalore, Bellary, and Hyderabad, the Canara 
or Canarese, is the conimon language of the country ; and 
to the north of Ganjam, there is that of Wodiar, or, as 
it is sometimes called, the Orissa dialect. The whole forms 
a rectangular figure, comprising an area of 200,000 square 
miles, and containing a population of more than ten millions 
who are chiefly Hindoos, plunged im all the abominations of 
idolatry, and who speak the Teloogoo as the vernacular lan- 
guage of the country. Of this number perhapsabout one mil- 
lion may be considered as belonging to. the mahomedan 
religion. ‘They reside chiefly in larger towns, such as Hy- 
derabad, Kurnool, &c. and they are either in the service of 
mahomedan chieftains or in the employment of government 
as seapoys. 

- The ‘Teloogoo country is divided into general districts 
which are denominated by the natives, zillahs ; and by go- 


~ vernment, collectorates.) These zillahs or collectorates are, 


/Cuddapah, Nellore, Guntoor, Masulipatam, Rajahmundry, 
_Vizagapatam, (including Chicacole) and Ganjam. To these 
_are added a considerable part of the Bellary and the Chittoor 
: collectorates, as also a part of the Mysore and Hydrabad 

territories. ‘The population of the abovementioned places, 
. which are the principal towns of the respective collectorates 
\to which they belong, varies from 10 to 50,000, and} the 

jpulation of each collectorate will probably average one 
million, 

Other towns in these collectorates form what are called 
talooks or subdivisions where native revenue officers, under 
the name of tasildars or amildars reside. These places are 
Second to the zillahs in point of importance ; and it is calcu- 
lated that there are in each collectorate twenty or thirty of such 
towns containing a population of from 5 to 10,000. In all 

becollectass bly not less than 300 towns 
which might be occupied as Missionary stations besides a still 
larger number of populous villages in which efficient 
’ssistant Missionaries and Catechists might be located. In

Tt would not be right to omit, in this place, a feference t@ 


25 of their publications are ‘widely circulated dinofigst the 
Téloogoo people: at Madras, Vizagapatiam, Cudddpali; and 
other towns; but when it is considered that during the last 
year only 37,000 copies were distributed amongst this im- 
mense population, we are induced to exclaim, what are these 
amongst so many ? 

Besides Vizagapatam, the London Society has had a sta- 
tion at Cuddapah, in connexion with which the ordinary 
means of doing good have been in vigorous operation, since 
the year 1822. Now with the exception of some incidental 
efforts at Madras, Bellary, and other places, Vizagapatam 
and Cuddapah are the only stations in the Teloogoo district 
at which systematic efforts are made for the overthrow of 
idolatry and the establishment of the kingdom of Christ. 
The Church Missionary, the Gospel, the Wesleyan, and the 
American Societies have strangely passed by the claims of 
the Teloogoo country---at least, such an inference does 
not appear unreasonable in connexion with the fact, that not 
one of these Societies has a Teloogoo Missionary station. 

‘To what are we to ascribe this partiality to the Tamul, this 
neglect of the ‘Teloogoo people? It surely cannot be attribut- 

ed to any difference in the depravity of their character, or the 
danger of their state; for they are all equally involved in the 
abominations of idolatry, and equally exposed to the destiny 

of those who forget God. (We presume the reason to be) 
that the first Missionaries began their labours amongst the 
T'amulians, and so far removed the difficulties and multiplied - 

the means of acquiring a knowledge of the language that _. R 
their successors naturally walked in that path which promis” 
ed the easiest and speediest attainment of the power to | 
preach the gospel to the Gentiles. But if this be sufficient 
to account for so great a partiality for the Tamul, itis not suf- 
ficient to justify the neglect of the Teloogoo people; and we 
beg now to present a few considerations to our fellow chris- 
tians on behalf of their peculiar claims. 

Remember that every town and every village in the Teloo- 
goo collectorates, are accessible to Missionary operation. 

Let the Missionary Societies and the Christian Churches 
of Europe and America note this fact, that there are 300 
towns in the Teloogoo country alone, in which as many Mis- 
sionaries might be located---let them know that on this side 
the ocean, there is no real impediment to the settlement of 
three hundred Missionaries in these towns, either from the 
government or from the natives. The government have giv- 
en toleration, and afforded protection, to the labours not only 
of those who are sent from our own country, but from other 
parts of continental Europe, and from America; and it be-

= comes christians of all denominations and of all nations to 
© consider, whether, with such providential openings, they are 
| not implicated in the destruction of those to whom they 
' have the opportunity, but not the will of imparting the 
bread of life..? We would here suggest that all the collecto- 
rates should be filled up without delay, that Cuddapah and 
_ | Vizagapatam should be strengthened---that two Missionaries 
‘should be sent to Nellore; two to Guntoor,. two to Masuli- 
‘patam, two to Rajahmundry, two to Ganjam, two to the 
‘vicinity of Bellary, and two to Hyderabad. This is the 
least that should be done, at the commencement ofa Mis- | 
\ sion reformation; and while these are being sent out, vi- 
‘gorous measures should be adopted for the supply of the three 
rondned places which we have already spoken of as suitable 
_ for Missionary stations.) Let our Mission. Boards consider 
whether it is not their imperative duty, following in the wake 
of Providence, to convey to these stations, by suitable agents, 
the invaluable riches of the gospel. Let our young ministers 
consider whether it is not their duty to leave their home con- 
gregations, for. the more destitute, the more degraded, and 
the more needy congregations of idolatrous India. Let our 
pious and well-instructed young men consider whether it is 
not their duty to relinquish the comforts of home, the emolu- 
ments of office, and the profits of merchandize, to make 
known, to the heathen the unsearchable riches of Christ. 


“Is it not a fact that multitudes of young men would be glad, 


' if they could command patronage, to leave all that is dear to 


them in their native land, and to come out; to India.in con- 
nexion with the civil or military service of.the Honorable. 
East India Company? nay, would they not forget the sacri- 
fice in the enjoyment of the honor, aud the hope of emolu- 
ment? and will you, as servants of Jesus Christ, redeemed 
by his blood, inhabited by his Spirit, and anticipants of his 
glory, allow carnal attachments to: bind, you to your native 
country, when the Providence of God has rendered accessible 
to you so many towns and villages? It isa fact that in Bri- 
‘iin and America there ‘are many thousand evangelical mi, 
nisters, and a still greater number of active christians ; while 
in that part, of India whose claims. we. are, now advocating 
there are only four ordained Missionaries. to ten millions o 
people.. We are tempted to think that you cannot be aware 
of this or you could not. be so indifferent. to the commission 
of your Saviour, or the cries of the perishing heathen. We 
feel confident that if these ten millions were in a state of 
slavery, we should only have to depict, in the simple language 


then land. We are eye witnesses to the abominations of ; 


of truth, the cruelties to which.they would be subjected, to 
command your sympathies as men, and your resources as na- 
tions. We are confident that if they were suffering from the 
dire effects of famine, and dependent on your generosity for 
their rescue from death---you would consider no sacrifice too 
expensive to afford them the means of sustaining human life. 
And will you not, believing as you do, in the immortality of 
the soul, the responsibility of the heathen, and the wicked- 
ness of idolatry ; listento the voice of Him who, declaring 
that he has found a ransom, commands you to deliver these 
poor idolaters from going down into the pit? Will you, hav- 
ing eaten abundantly of the bread of eternal life yourselves, 
deny that life-giving nourishment to perishing millions ? 
Professing such a regard for Zion that you would rather be de- 
pve of the use of your hand and of your speech than forget 
er; such a love to the Saviour that there is none on earth 
to be desiredin comparison with Him; and such an estimate 
of the soul that you believe it to be of more value than the 
material universe ; is it possible that you can allow one hun- 
dredth part of the population of the world, ten millions of 
immortal souls, to move onward, from generation, to genera- 
tion, in an uninterrupted funereal. procession to an eternity. 
for which they are unprepared? We make no apology for 
the fidelity of our appeal. Remember, we write from a hea- 


idolatry. We see the mark of the beast in the foreheads of © 
those, with whom we have daily intercourse. We hear, by: © 
night and by day, the discordant music with which they 
honor their gods. And we feel the bitter enmity of their 
hearts, while we tell them of the true God and Jesus Christ 
whom he hath sent. But not to multiply words, we would 
sum up our appeal with the request that you will deliberately, 
prayerfully, and generously consider the claims of the Teloo- 
goo country---and that you will give yourselves no rest till 
ou have supplied its idolatrous towns, with ‘at least three 
hundred christian Missionaries! Praying that God may be 
merciful unto you and bless you, and cause his face to shine 
upon you, 7t” order that his name be known on earth, his 
saving health amongst all nations.

MRS. A. WINSLOW, 


LATE WIFE OF TEE 


REV. M. WINSLOW, M. A. OF THE AMERICAN MADRAS MISSION. 


Mrs. A. Winstow, whose maiden name was Anne Spiers, was born at 
Cuddalore on the 2lst May, 1812. She was the youngest of three 
daughters of the late ArcnipaLp Spiers, Esq. of the Madras Medical 
Service, Who was a Staff Surgeon in the Burmese war; in which, with 
many others, he fell a victim to the climate. Her mother having died 
when she was an infant, she was, at the age of about three years, sent 
by her father to England, whither her two sisters, the eldest afterwards 
married to J. Bapineton, Esq. of the Madras Civil Service—and who 
returned to find an early grave in India—and the second, now the wife 
of Ropert Ranxine, Ese. Surgeon of Hastings, England, had been sent 
before her. 

With her second sister, Anne was at different schools several years, 
and then, until the marriage of this much beloved sister, resided with her 
in lodgings, or at the hospitable mansion of one or the other of her ex- 
cellent guardians, R. Crarke, Esq., one of the Honorable Company’s 
returned servants, employed at home as a translator; and Boyp MILLER, 
Esq., a retired merchant, both residing near London. Of these esteemed 
guardians, Anne always spoke with the utmost gratitude and affection, con- 
sidering them as second, parents. 

The subject of this sketch was early seriously inclined, and about the 
time she arrived at an age suitable for confirmation, according to the 
rites of the Church of England, in which she was educated, or soon after, 
she seems to have chosen that good part not to be taken from her. Un- 
der the pustoral care of the Hon. anp Ruy. Baprist W. Noer, and 
occasional attendance on the ministrations of the present Bishop or CaL- 
cuTTa, her religious views and principles were matured, and the fruits of 
the Spirit began to be manifest, as in other respects, so also, in efforts to 
do good. Though at times much occupied in attendance upon her sister, 
then frequently an invalid, and obliged occasionally to reside with her 
at watering places for her health, she devoted herself, as opportunity 
allowed, to the instruction and relief of the poor and ignorant. In

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London she had, as probably also her sister, a district for regular visi- 
tation, in which she read and distributed the Scriptures and religious 
tracts, brought out the children to the Sunday-school, and aided in 
relieving the sick and destitute. 


It was when these charitable labours were partially interrupted, and 
she was, after her sister's marriage, residing with her at Hastings, that 
her attention was turned to India; and her desires excited to do some- 
thing for the benefit of the heathen, among whom she was born. 


A Lapies’ Association had been formed in London for sending out 
female teachers to India, and other places in the East, and an excellent 
clergyman at Madras had expressed a wish that one or two of their 
agents should be sent to this Presidency. Under these circumstanees, 
the subject was brought before the mind of Miss Spiers, and appeared 
to her a Providential call to enlarge her sphere of exertion. She did 
not, however, decide without much examination, earnest prayer, and seri- 
ous counsel with her Christian friends. 


The following extract of a letter from her former pastor, Mr. Noxt, 
will show how that evangelical and distinguished clergyman regarded the 
undertaking. 


“IT am rejoiced to hear that you are so strongly inclined to the service. 
From my recollection of your kind and useful exertions in London, I 
feel little doubt that you would, with the blessing of God, be very 
useful ; and would recommend you to apply at once (if your own mind 
is fixed) to the Education Society, stating your views of the work, your 
views of Christian doctrine, what you could contribute to your own main- 
tenance; and referring them to Mr. A., or any other pious clergyman 
whom you know, and myself, for information respecting your qualifica- 
tions.” 


It was with difficulty that Miss Spiers obtained the consent of some 
of her friends to leaving them; but those most attached to her, and 
who were the most tried at the idea of separation, were also the most 
anxious that she would do all in her power for the glory of God. Her 
path was therefore not obstructed by them. She availed herself of the 
patronage offered by the Ladies’ Association, so far as to come out under 
their protection; but wholly at her own expense. In company with 
Miss Craven, afterwards Mrs. Bannister, who became her bosom friend, 
she left England in 1836, about the middle of August, by the Ship Wel- 
lington, and arrived in Madras in December. She was here most kindly 
received by the Rev. J. Tucker, B. D., J. F. Thomas, Esq. and Lady, 
and others. 7 


Not finding a sphere of labour among the Native females immediately 
open, Miss S., by advice of her friends, cheerfully accepted the situation 
of Assistant Governess of the Military Female Asylum, where she found 
abundant occasion among the 400 inmates, for all her zeal and her 
uncommon energy of character. To her usefulness the friends of the 
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institution have at different times borne ample testimony. They evinced 
their sense of her worth by appointing her, after she left, one of the 
Lady's Directresses. 

An esteemed clergyman of the Presidency, in writing to her husband 
since her decease, says, 

“We feel for you the more, having been so well acquainted with her 
from the time of her arrival in the country, and having known how to 
value her energy, activity, and decision of character. The patience and 
cheerfulness with which she continued to labour on at the Female 
Asylum, notwithstanding the numerous and trying discouragements which 
she had to encounter, and when there was nothing to support her but 
the strength of Christian principle, much increased our esteem for her.” 

After Miss S. had been in this situation something more than a year, 
devoting herself unsparingly to its duties, and at the same time pursuing 
the study of the Tamil language systematically with a moonshee, it was 
proposed to her to become the wife of the Missionary with whom she 
was afterwards happily connected nearly five years. Though this pro- 
posal opened to her a field of labour among the Natives, which was 
more accordant to her wishes and expectations on leaving home, than 
her then employment; and though she did not offer any personal ob- 
jections, yet the difference of church communion she felt to be so far 
an obstacle, that it was only after earnest seeking of direction from on 
high, for some time, and obtaining the advice of her most judicious 
friends, that she consented to change her situation. She was married 
on the 12th September, 1838. 

It is right perhaps here to say, that Mrs. W., though to use her own 
language, *‘ by principle as well as education an attached member of the 
Church of England,” was by no means an exclusive one, but had fel- 
lowship with ail who hold the Head, even Christ; and she had been 
in the habit, when in Scotland, at different times at the house of her 
brother-in-law, Mr. Babingten, of worshipping in the Presbyterian church. 
Though after marriage she communicated regularly with the Mission 
church, and occasionally in the Scotch Kirk, which being near she 
generally attended after removing to Chindatrepettah, yet she did not 


‘give up her connection with her own church. For more than three years, 


while residing at Royapooram, she attended almost every Sabbath, after 
the Native services, on the ministrations of her former pastor, and con- 
tinued until her death one of his communicants. 

As a Missionary’s wife, besides ‘looking well to the ways of her house- 
hold,” she had the oversight and partial instruction of a boys’ English 
day school, for more than a year, and then of a day school for Native 
girls. For a year and a half, before her death, she had a small boarding 
school for Native girls, to whom she devoted much of her time. 

Her labours were indeed abundant, and often beyond her strength ; 
for her mind over-worked her body. Perhaps to this as much as to the 
climate—though that wore upon her—was to be attributed the derange- 
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ment of her system, which made her friends and physicians very anxious 
about the result of her confinement, for some weeks before it took place. 
She was not herself especially anxious. She not only trusted in the Lord 
in the assurance that He would do all things well, but thought she 
should be carried through her trial safely; and that, after a little time, 
she should be able to seek a change of air, as she could not do previ- 
ously, which would restore her, as it had done before, to her usual 
strength. The former of these anticipations was realized; but alas! not 
the latter. 

On the second day after the birth of a son, which took place on the 
10th of June, feverish symptoms appeared, attended with great nervous 
excitement. The following night she was not only watchful but delirious. 
From this time, though better occasionally in some respects, she became 
gradually weaker, until the 20th at evening, when her spirit quietly passed 
away from earth, and was no doubt instantly with that Saviour whom 
not haying seen she loved. 


From the accession of the fever she was not at any time probably 


ets “" / altogether in her right mind; though not wholly deranged. She generally 
/ knew those around her, and on religious subjects was uniformly calm % 
yw" and collected. If her reason was at fault, her feelings were right. Her 2

j ing ; when. meditating a littleg and moving her’ lips as in prayer, she a 
?’ would sunfmon her resolation ‘and take whatever was offered. She was 
not probably sensible of her danger, for she could not reason upon it. 

Except some occasional complaint of her head, she always expressed her- 

self as feeling quite well. But there were evidently some thoughts of 

death. Once she said of her infant, “God will take care of dear baby.” 

At another time when it was remarked to her inquiringly, * you are not 

afraid to die,” she seemed to understand what was meant:“and after 

thinking a little, said very distinctly, No, why should When it \ 
was asked further, will it not be better to die, and go to Jesus? Her 
countenance brightened, and she seemed to try to answer in the affirma- , 
tive, but was unable. 

There was only one instance when any thing to the contrary of this 
appeared, and it was when her mind first wandered. She then for a 
PS short timey spoke of her unworthiness and sins, and with much weeping, 

exclaimed, “can such a sinner as I be saved?"’ Addressing her husband, 
she asked very earnestly, “What do you think? do you think so ?” 
When reminded of the fulness and freeness of salvation by Christ, and 
that He has said, “Him that cometh unto me I will in no wise cast out,” 
.| she became calm, and requesting her husband to pray with her, no more 
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expressed any doubt. Indeed, prayer, or reading of the word of God, 
always soothed her, however disturbed; and she frequently said, “my 
mind is too weak to guide itself, you must pray with me.” Once on 
awaking from sleep, a little more refreshed than usual, she said affec- 
tionately to her husband sitting by her, “How good God has been to 
us, ‘Bless the Lord O my soul,’” &c. repeating several of the following 
and similar verses, in a very happy state of mind. It seemed then almost 
that the crisis was past, and not only that her hear¢ but her mind was 
right. But it was only a gleam of sunshine from her soul, through the 
dark cloud which enveloped her intellect; a cloud not to be removed 
till the mortal should put on immortality. 

Pleasant would it have been to know her dying ow o it was 


not necessary for the fullest confidence, that when the pupils of her 


school, the domestics of her family, her husband and children, and sev- 
eral dear friends were weeping round her dying bed, she had already 
“Come unto the spirits of the just made perfect,” and that while prayer 
ascended from faltering lips below, her soul was commencing the song 
of Moses and the Lamb above. 

“It~were easy, by such a dying bed, to understand that earth is some- 
times on the very verge of heaven; that there is but the thin partition 
of the flesh between us and the spiritual world; and that could our 
eyes be opened, as were those of Elisha’s servant, we might see, if not 
“horses and chariots of fire,” bright forms of ministering angels, sent to 
conduct a redeemed soul to glory. 

‘‘Hark they whisper angels say, 
Sister Spirit, come away.” 
The funeral of Mrs. W. was numerously attended by personal and other 
friends, and by Natives connected with the church and mission; all of 
whom manifested a sense of their loss. Her infant and two other small 
children, left motherless, can never know the greatness of theirs. 

The occasion was improved on the next Sabbath evening in the Scotch 
Church, by a sermon from the Rev. F. D. W. Warp, m. a. of the 
Mission; the Junior Chaplain, the Rev. R. K. Hamivron, m. a. who 
had prepared a sermon for the purpose, being too ill to preach. Mr. 
Ward's text was from Rey. xiv. 13, “Blessed are Se dead who die in 
the Lord,” &c. 

Mr. Hamilton, two weeks afterwards, delivered the substance of his 
sermon, also, from Heb. xii. 22, 23, “ But ye are come unto Mount 
Zion,” &c. and to the “spirits of the just made perfect.” 

In concluding this brief sketch of our departed friend and sister, only 
two or three of the more prominent traits of her religious characte: will be 
noticed, and those not by way of eulogy, but to magnify the grace of God. 

She was uncommonly upright and conscientious. A gentleman in 
writing to her husband remarks, “her integrity and truth were much 
valued.” Her own sincerity, however, made the double dealings and 
falsehood of her servants and others hard for her to bear.. Her maxim 
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seemed to be “the wicked shall not dwell in my sight; and she 
found it a difficult one in this land. Her conscientiousness was such, 
that she hesitated to adopt many expressions in prayer, which are fami- 
liar with some, and to use the ardent language of certain hymns, lest 
her own feelings should not perfectly accord with the sentiment, and . 
she should be guilty of insincerity. 

She was firm and consistent. The texture of her mind and natural 
decision of character, contributed perhaps to give strength more than beauty 
to her religion. Her characteristic self-conflict—not self-compla- 
cency—activity, not repose. It has been well said, “God has many 
jewels, some reflect His glory more brightly, some more beautifully, but 
purity and hardness are qualifications, of them all.” 

Her piety was also Scriptural. She took her religion from the Bible. 
In that she meditated night and day. Few of her sex, younger 6r 
older, are better textuaries. She remarks once, in her journal, while 
yet young, after she had been sitting up all night with a sick person 
distressed in mind, that she found the benefit of having her memory 
well stored with texts and hymns; and in this respect certainly her 
mind was a store-house. But this was not all; “the Bible was the 
man of her counsel’—the decider of controversies, the arbiter of her 
conscience. She cared little what Christians said, or the church said, 
or the fathers said, and nothing what the world said; her inquiry was, 
“what saith the Scripture,” and knowing that, she went no further. 

She was a child of faith; and receiving the perfect and finished work 
of Christ, as securing a present salvation to all who come to Him— 
believing in the instantly renewing and gradually sanctifying influences 
of the Holy Spirit—and having evidence of her reconciliation to the 
Father, through the Son, by the Holy Ghost, she had a lively hope, 
and often a sweet assurance of her justification and adoption. 

She lived a life of prayer; allowing no ordinary cares to interrupt, in 
the least, her stated and often protracted seasons of private devotion, and 
communion with God. 

The reality of her piety was manifest in all the social relations. As a 
member of the mission she was not only highly useful, but always kept 
the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace, causing no jar or diffi- 
culty. As a mistress of her family, if sometimes she appeared over-exact, 
she was in reality kind and liberal; as a wife, most faithful and 
affectionate; as a mother, anxious and devoted. 

The desire of her heart was to glorify God upon the cunts. and 
finish the work He had given her to do—that she might be ready for 
her departure. Almost the last entry in her diary, just before she was 
taken seriously ill, was, “How near I may be to Eternity! May I 
have grace to live ‘more as remembering that the Lord is at hand.’”

bree years there has been an English school at Mangalore, supported 
by contributions of the English residents at this station, and conducted 
by the German missienaries. Various branches of knowledge, such as 
yeography, history, mathematics, &c., were taught there; but the chief 
im of the mission was from the beginning to impart unto their pupils some 
nowledge of the word of God. 
The proficiency of several of the boys, as shown at different times in 
sublic examinations, encouraged the teachers; and for some time past 
hey cherished the hope that a lasting impression of the truth of Chris- 
ianity might have been made on the minds of some of the more ad- 
anced boys. Still they were far from thinking that the day when this 
mpression should ripen into convictidn was so close at hand; when, 
owards the end of November of the last year, one of the scholars, an 
ble young man, more than +8 years of age, nearly related to several 
fluential Brahmins of this place, and comparatively wealthy, declared 
Mot only his conviction of the truth of Christianity in general, but also his 
htention to profess the faith which he had found true. This change in 
Ris mind could not be long hidden from some of his friends and fellow 
Bholarspsand these, who had hitherto been in a measure restrained from 
mavowing their persuasion by his objections, speedily joined him. After a 
mew days,the number of young men acknowledging the falsehood of Brah- 
hinism, and desiring to be instructed in the Christian religion, was increased 
» five. They used to pay daily visits to the mission house, where they 
ere occupied in reading the word of God and prayer. Their knowledge 
f the truth as it is in Christ, as well as their courage for the approaching 
- bat with the prejudices which have swayed their nation for ages, increas- 
daily. 
After the lapse of a month, the change which had taken place in these 
oung men could no longer escape the attention of their relations. ‘The 
Onsequence was, that three of their number weye put upder restraint, 
nd prohibited from continuing their visits to the Mission Gen. ‘The two 
thers, being independent men, and employed in the service of the Mission, 
h the printing department, since their departure from the English school, 
ere still left free tu continue their accustomed visits. On the 30th of 
mecember, the first mentioned youth found means to escape from the 
rveillance of his relations, and to come to the mission house. After 
mime conversation with the missionaries, it was clear to him that the day 
ad arrived on which it must be decided whether he should follow the 
Sp pulse of his convictions, or gradully yield to the influence of his Brahmin 
lations. He resolved to break through ull obstacles at once, and requested 
ave to remain at the mission house. After all the difficulties and trials 
hich would await him on his embracing. Christianity had been recalled 
his mind, he still ddhered to his former resolve, and at once decided on 
parating from his people and staying with the missionaries. The twe 
hers, who happened to be on the mission premises at the time, likewise 
mtermined on joining him.-«Afte: half an hour the relations and friends of 
mee first mentioned youth arrived in great numbers, trying every possible 
gument of persuasion in order to bring him back to their house. He 
mained firm in his resolution; told them that they might take# to L 
emselves his house and property, but that they should leave him in péace, 
d allow him to follow his new persuasion. The whole numerous and
